CECIL  AVENUE  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINIC. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  each  Friday  from  2  p.m.  to 
4  p-m. 


Dr.  Caton  and  two  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance  to  give 
professional  advice.  All  other  duties  are  carried  out  by  the  Volun¬ 
tary  Committee.  Mothers  and  their  babies  are  entered  in  the 
Attendance  Register,  the  babies  are  weighed  and  a  record  is 
kept  of  their  weight  each  week.  Tea  is  provided  during  the  after¬ 
noon  for  those  who  are  waiting  either  to  have  baby  weighed  or  to 
see  Doctor.  Dried  Milk,  Baby  Foods  and  Cereals  are  sold  at  cost 
price.  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange  Juice  are  also  dispensed.  288 
Children  were  registered  during  the  year. 
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WINTHORPE  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINIC. 


The  Clinic  is  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Fridays  in  the  month 
from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

The  Health  Visitor  and  two  members  of  the  Voluntary  Com¬ 
mittee  are  in  attendance. 

Babies  are  weighed  and  a  record  is  kept  of  their  progress. 

Mothers  are  able  to  purchase  Baby  Foods  and  Cereals,  Cod 
Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice. 

Mothers  do  not  care  for  Morning  Clinics,  especially  on  Fridays. 

Average  attendance  was  down  to  six. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  by  Clinic  Doctor  each  Friday. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  D.  T.  Edwards  for  this  excellent  report 
and  for  which  I  tender  my  grateful  thanks.  I  also  wish  to  thank 
the  nurses  and  Committee  of  the  Association  for  their  excellent  work 
throughout  the  year.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination  are  also 
carried  out  by  all  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Arrangements  are  made  to  send  infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  or  Grimsby. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  arranged  for  the  regular 
attendance  at  Skegness  and  District  Hospital  for  out-patient  clinics, 
of  a  Physician,  Surgeon,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Gynecologist,  Cadeo- 
logist.  Paediatrician  and  Radiologist.  An  Opthalmologist  attends 
at  the  Clinic,  Cecil  Avenue,  on  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  each 
month.  There  is  also  a  department  for  Physiotherapy.  In  some 
cases  these  visits  are  not  frequent  enough,  with  the  result  that 
cases  are  sent  away  to  other  hospitals  which  should,  and  could,  be 
treated  in  the  local  hospital. 

Immunisation. 

It  is  important  that  young,  children  should  be  immunised  and 
vaccinated.  I  am  afraid  many  parents  are  becoming  careless  in 
this  respect,  and  there  is  therefore  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
children  who  are  given  the  protection  against  disease  to  which  they 
are  entitled. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

There  is  a  local  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  and 
sessions  are  held  each  week  on  Thursday  evenings. 
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Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
A  clinic  for  this  purpose  is  established  at  Skegness,  and  sessions  are 
held  each  Tuesday  afternoon.  An  arrangement,  whereby  cases  of 
suspected  tuberculosis  can  be  X-Rayed  at  Skegness  Hospital  has 
proved  most  convenient  and  beneficial  to  the  residents  of  Skegness. 

GENERAL  HEALTH. 

There  is  nothing  outstanding  to  report  as  the  general  health  of 
the  town  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

DAY  NURSERY. 

The  Nursery  was  open  during  the  summer  months  and  accom¬ 
modated  children  from  one  to  five  years  of  age.  The  nursery  is 
now  carried  on  by  Councillor  Mrs.  E.  Barratt  in  a  voluntary 
capacity  and  in  her  very  capable  hands  is  very  successful.  I  think 
Mrs.  Barratt’s  efforts  in  this  direction  are  to  be  highly  commended. 

Scavenging. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the 
cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  cesspools  in  the  area  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council,  and  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector. 

Salvage  work  requires  constant  thought  and  attention,  and  ex¬ 
cellent  results  were  obtained  during  the  year  from  this  source. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  the 
defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action,  or  result  of  action 
taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  public  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  are  good. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officer  regularly  inspects  the 
Schools  and  the  children.  Any  treatment  required  can  be  obtained 
through  the  medical  '  practitioners  in  the  town  and  through 
the  various  schemes  provided  by  the  Education  Committee. 

Shops  Act. 

Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  the  action  taken 
will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  report.

Housing. 

Your  Council  has  made  extremely  good  progress  with  the 
building  of  new  houses,  including  bungalows  for  aged  persons.  It 
seems,  however,  that  the  number  of  applicants  for  new  houses  still 
keeps  at  a  high  level,  so  creating  a  problem  which  can  become 
permanent  unless  other  solutions  to  a  housing  problem  can  be 
found. 

District  Nurses. 

There  is  only  one  nurse  for  Skegness.  This  is  quite  inadequate, 
with  the  result  that  efficiency  is  lost  and  the  nurse  is  much  over¬ 
worked,  An  additional  nurse  is  urgently  required. 

Report  on  Housing  Acts  Inspections. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  and  the  action  taken  will  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  report. 

Water  Supply. 

A  plentiful  supply  of  wholesome  water  is  obtained  from  the 
Candlesby  and  Welton  boreholes. 

On  analysis  this  water  is  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and 
purity.

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Meat  and  FockI. 

There  is  one  Ministry  of  Food  Abattoir  in  this  Urban  Area,  and 
visits  are  paid  by  your  Council’s  Meat  Inspectors  during  hours  of 
slaughter.  A  detailed  report  of  the  number  of  animals  killed  and 
the  action  taken  with  respect  to  the  number  of  animals  inspected 
and  the  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  will  be 
found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  The  area  served  by  this 
Abattoir  is  the  Urban  Area,  the  Urban  Area  of  Mablethorpe  and 
parts  of  the  Spilsby  Rural  District,  the  population  being  served 
approximately  50,000.  Shops,  stalls  and  other  premises  where 
food  is  prepared  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  records  kept. 

Milk  Supply. 

I  consider  the  milk  supply  in  this  town  is  excellent.  With 
the  exception  of  approximately  fifty  gallons  per  day,  all  the  milk 
sold  is  Heat  Treated  or  Tuberculin  Tested.
